Havana, May 17.—Inquiries made at the

Blanco was unwilling to receive Lieutenant 
Brainard, United States navy, the special 
agent of the government of the United 
States, in the matter of the proposal to 
exchange Spanish prisoners for the two 
newspaper men, Messrs. Thrall and Jones, 
because the general considered the lieuten- 
ant was not empowered with sufficient au- 
thority. Therefore he simply accepted the 
document presented by the lieutenant end 
consulted with the Spanish government on 
the subject. The answer from Madrid has 
not yet been received. 

La Lucha in an editorial article yester- 
day says: 

“The American government gave 
the Spanish government forty-eight 
hours to remove its troops from this 
island and it mow finds after twenty- 
three days of blockade that it cannot 
land American troops. Apparently the 
island contains more soldiers than 
they thought.

WATCHING FOR THAT-FLEET; 
SAMPSON’S MEN IN READINESS

On Board fe Associated Press Dispatch Boat Kate Spencer, Off Havana, May 


16, via Key West, Fla., May 17.—The snips of the American blockading squadron 
are keeping 9 vigilant watch for the appearance of the Spanish fleet and will not 
be taken by surprise should the Spanish men-of-war round Cape Antonio, the west- 
ernmost point of Cuba, and swoop down upon Havana. All our ships have been 
warned by Commander Watson of the possibility of such @ move and sailors are 
kept constantly in the tops, where they Can sweep the horizon for thirty miles, 
looking for the first sign of a hostile ship. 

All the naval officers on the blockads station are anxious for a meeting with the 
Spaniards, and when informed that the latest reports placed them off the coast of 
Venezuela, they jubilantly declared that the enemy could be hemmed in between 
the Windward islands and the Yucatan channel] to be destroyed. The only fear ex- 
pressed was for the safety of our ships blockading Cienfuegos. But they do not 
doubt that precautions have been taken for the safety of tHe ships now on the 
southern coast of Cuba. The torpedo hoats and fast yachts of the avxiliary fleet 
keep the blockading ships ijn constant communication with Key West, whence the 
movements of vessels are being directed. : 

General opinion is that thgre will be no movement of the army in the direction 
of Cuba so long as the Spanish fleet remains in American waters, or until it jis 
met and beaten. ; } 

The blockade of Havana has been maintained without tncident since the Conde 
Venadito and Legazpi attempted to draw our ships under the big guns of the Santa 
Clara battery on Saturday evening. The French frigate Dubourdieuv, which en- 
tered Havana harbor a week ago, after an wneteniane incident which necessitated 
the firing of two shots across her bows before the Frenchman would show his 
flag, passed out this afternoon about 4 o'clock and headed northwest. The Du- 
bourdieu is a long school ship, carrying six-inch and five-inch guns and one-p2und- 
ers, besides two torpedo tubes. The Mayflower ran close enough to the frigate to 
establish the Frenchman’s identity, and then stood off. Our flag was not saluted. 
The Dubourdieu, like the French gloop of war Fulton, had on board many refu- 
gees. She is bound, probably, for some Mexican port. 

The activity along the coast continues. Squads of Spanish cavalry and parties 
working upon fortifications have been seen daily along the shores. Orders have 


been given not to expose the small vessels of the squadron to unnecessary danger.

Madrid, May 17.--A dispatch from Havana announces ofmi-

Cervera Addresses Crew. 

At the moment of his departure from the Cape Verde islands, 
Admiral Cervera, in command of the Spanish squadron in West 
Indian waters, made the following address to the crew of his 


ships: 

“After three years of struggle in Cuba we were nearing the 
end of the trouble which certairly would have been ended three 
months ago but for America’s aid. That nation, believing she had 
created hy underhand means a thousand embarrassments but 
that nevertheless she would not be able to attain the object of 
her ambition, at last threw cff the mask, and when the insur- 
rection was on its lest legs commenced against us the most un- 
just war in the history of the world. 

“Spain,”’ the admiral cont!nued, “did not wish for war. Her 
conduct proved this. She conceded everything a self-rcspecting 
nation could concede, but the Americans, whcse ambition jg in- 
satiable, always asked for something more, and even what be- 
longed to us—that land, discovered by Spaniards, led by Co- 
lumbus. 

“Forward, then, to the war, since we are forced thereto by 
the Americans’ -blind ambition. But let us enter the combat as 
did the Spaniards of old, streng in their rights and trustful in 
God, who will never abardon a just cause and who will aid eur . 
eforts. 

“I need not enjoin @iscipline upon you, for during the past 
six months you have been urder my command I have only had 
cause for congratulaticns. Nor need I call on you to do your 
duty conscicntiously, especially during the watches which will 
often be most trying. Still less need I urge you to display cour« 
age. You are Spaniards, and that is sufficient in war. Then, 
when I lead you to battle, have ccnfdence in your chief and the 
nation, whose every eye is upon you, will see that Spain today 
is the Spain of all time.

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, Presents the 
Views ef Democrats, 


MEASURE IS OBJECTIONABLE 


Asserts Taxes Should Be Levied on 
Property, Not Consumption. 


HE IS IN OPPOSITION TO BOND ISSUE 


Bill Is Read and Senators Are Given 
Opportunity to Debate the Va- 
‘rious Features. 


Washington, May 17.—Considerable prog- 
ress was made by the senate today in con- 
sidering the war revenue measure. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, presented in a 
general statement the views of the demo- 
eratic members. of the finance gcommittee. 
He maintained that the taxes Imposed by 
the pending bill ought to be levied’ upon 
property and not upon consumption; that 
the policy of the republicans always had 
been to impose taxes upon consumption 
while that of the democratic party Was to 
impose it upon property. He believed that 
taxation that would raise $150,000,000 would 
be amply sufficient to be carried by this 
bill and that if the exigencies of the war 
should demonstrate that more money Was 
neededy congress could provide it later, He 
opposed the proposition to issue bonds and 
certificates of indebtednéss far in excess of 
the requirements of the war and held that 
the expenses should be paid by the govern- 
ment as.the War progresses. 

Mr. Jones called attention to the state- 
ment ‘of Secretary of the Treasury Gage 
that the additional expenses of the war 
over and above the current expenses of 
the government, would ‘be about $25,000,000 
a month, a total perhaps of $300.000,000 a 
year. Secretary Alger had informed the 
finance committee that the extraordinary 
War expenses of his department would be 
‘about $150,000,000, He thought this amount 
sufficiently liberal. Secretary Long had pre- 
sented to the committee a carefully pre- 
pared statement showing that the war ex- 
penses of hia @epartment would be about 
$75,000,000. Allowing $15,000,000 for extra ex- 
penses the full amount needed by the esti- 
mates of cabinet officers, was according to 
his figures in the neighborhood of $240,000,- 
00. This amount was, of course, in addi- 
tion to the ordinary expenses of the gov- 
ernment. 

Halé Challenges a Statement. 

Mr. Hale clf&illenged this statement, 
claring that the $75,000,000 referred to In 
statement of Secretary Long’ did not in- 
clude the amount carried by the naval ap- 
propriation bill for the present war and it 
did not inelude either, about §20,000,000 
which would be included in the general de- 
ficiency bill. He was. satisfied that the 
amount the war would cost the navy de- 
partment would not be far from $130,000,000 
from the present time until the first of 
July, 1899. 

Mr. Allison called attention to the fact 
that he had made that point clear in his 
statement yesterday. 

Mr. Jones, continuing, maintained that 
it was entirely unnecessary for all the 
expenses of the existing war to be provided 
for in the pending bill. Congress w@uld 
return here in December next and if the 
emergency required its presence it could 
be called together by the president sooner 
than that. Mr. Joneg did not approve at 
all of the bill as it came from the house 
of representatives. His figures, the best 
attainable estimates, he said, indicated 
that the expenses of the war during the 
next year would not be more than §$24,- 
000,000, yet advocates of the bill proposed 
to place at the disposal of the government 
more than three times that sum through 
taxation and the issue of bonds. 

Tax on Consumption. 

Mr. Jones declared that every feature 
of the bill was tax on consumption. The 
stamp tax was one of the most onerous 
and vexatious forms of taxation ever 
devised. The tax on tobacco and upon 
beer was a tax on consumption. 

In regponse to an inquiry from Mr. 
Aldrich, Mr. Jones said that he did not 
believe any man could determine defin- 
itely how and upon whom the beer tax 
would fall. 

“We, on this side,” said he, “believe, 
however, that the taxes levied ought to 
rest upon property, while the bill pending 
increases the taxes on consumption.”’ 

In answer to an inquiry by Mr. Aldrich, 
Mr. Jones said: 

“T am willing to fix the amount that 
out to be produced by the pending bill at

obligations. If I had to take my choice 
between an issue of bonds and an increase 
of taxation, Ll woul@ prefer to increase 
taxation.”’

At the request of Mr. Martin, of Vir- 
ginia, the tobacco schedules were passed 
over for the present without action on the 
committee amendments. .

Twelve Thousand Men Are Now Con- 
pregated in the Park, 


BROOKE 1S FORMING — BRIGADES 


Western States Are Sending the Pick 
of Its Young Men to the Front 
To Fight Against the Span- 
iards—Organization Is 
Going On. 


Chickamauga National Park, Ga., May 
17.—At 6 o'clock this evening eleven regi- 
ments of infantry, one of cavalry and five 
light artillery, 12,000 men all told, had re- 
ported to General Brooke, in command of 
the Chickamauga army. 

The different regiments have been pro- 
vided with camping grounds, tents «wnd 
equipments as rapidly as possible and the 
historic battlefield begins to present proof 
of what the United States can do in the 
way of assembling an army when neces- 
sities of the government require. 

General Brooke this morning completed 
the assignments for the first division of the 
sixth provisional army corps, Major Gen- 
eral James H. Wilson commanding, as fol- 
lows:

TELEGRAMS OF CONDOLENCE SENT FAMILY 


From Prominent People in All Parts of 
the Union—Tender Expressions 
in All of Them. 


Raleigh, N. C., May 1%—(Special.)—Oak- 
wood cemetery is a center of mournful in- 
terest today. In that portion of the burial 
ground where the elms cluster thickest and 
most gracefully ig the spot hallowed as, the 
final resting place of the remains of, to 
quote the simple, yet comprehensive of- 
ficial record, ‘‘Worth Bagley, U. 8. N., on 
board torpedo boat Winslow, killed May 
llth by a bursting shell while at post of 


duty.”’ 

All that can be seen is a miniature moun- 
tain of flowers, bewildering in their varie- 
ty and richness. The cool shade of the 
elms had preserved their freshness, and 
roses, dahlias, hyacinths, violets and the 
rarest productions from garden and hot 
house adorn the grave. Around here all 
day have gathered groups of townsfolk, 
discussing with sad interest the beautiful 
ceremonies of yesterday, and rehearsing 
the ever-new story of the ensign’s eventful 
career, and his glorious end. In the early 
morning, before the freshness of the dew 
had been dissipated, several ladies from 
the city arrived at the’ tomb and replen- 
ished and rearranged the decorations. 

And here, where there was room only 
for quiet reflection and retrospection, one 
could not help but observe how readily the 
heartfelt prayer offered yesterday by Dr. 
Eugene Daniel fitted in with the surround- 
ings. A portion of it is as follows: 

‘Most gracious God, clouds and darkness 
are rownd about Thee, and righteousness 
and judgment are the habitation of Thy 
throne; and it is only by faith that we 
know today that mercy and truth go before 
Thy face. Thou seest this whole people 
standing in thy presence under the broad 
and dark shadow of a great sorrow. Help 
us, we beseech Thee, to hold fast to Thee 
as we feel the shock of this sudden provi- 
dence which has so blinded our eyes and 
benumbed our hearts. Meekly we pray for 
divine grace that, with our hand in Thine, 
we may be safely led along this dark and 
sorrowful way. Give us the strength we 
sorely need as we try to say: ‘The Lord 
gave, and the Lord hath taken away; bless- 
ed be the name of the Jvord.’ 

“Father of mercies, whilst we pour out 
our grief before Thee, help us, we beseech 
Thee, that we may not forget to mingle 
our gratitude with our grief. Thou know- 
est that we bless Thee for the day wherein 
this young man was born. We praise Thee 
for his sunny childhood. We bless Thee for 
all the loveliness and for all the endearing 
attractiveness of his young manhood. We 
thank Thee, O God, for his fidelity tod his 
convictions of duty and for the firmness of 
purpose and the undaunted courage exhib- 
ited in his life and illustrated in his death. 
We praise Thee for every. loving word 
spoken by him at home, or written back 
to us from him while tar away on the sea. 
We bless Thee that when his conscience 
called for the sacrifice of self he stood 
before the altar and said: ‘Here am I.’ 
But above all, O our Father and Savior, 
in this solemn presence we do bless Thee 
for that hour when, before men and angels 
and God, our loved one witnessed the good 
confessiom and became a discipte of Jesus, 
and took service as a soldier of the cross.” 

A report had got out to the effect that 
the face of the ensign had been mutilated 
by the fatal shell. Such was not the case. 
The expression was serene and indicative 
only of the calm courage with which the 
young man met his fate. The face, how- 
ever, was open only to the view of the 
family and a few friends, and while lying 
in. state only the trunk and limbs were 
exposed. A conservative estimate places 
the number of people in Attendance on the 
obsequies at 10,000. And the most remark- 
able feature of the entire afternoon was 
the order that prevailed, and which ren- 
dered almest unnecessary the presence of 
police or guards. 

Most gratifying and testifying to the 
widespread effect of the death of Ensign 
Bagley was the multitude of telegrams of 
condolence received by the family. A few 
are reproduced below: : 

Whitsett Institute: ‘All honor to gallant 
Worth Bagley, the hero of Cardenas.”’ 

C, A. Boynton, manager of the Associat- 
ed Press, at Washington: ‘My sincere con- 
dolence. He died while bravely fighting.”

From ex-Secretary of the Interior Hoke 
Smith, Atlanta, Ga: “I spent last week at 
Key West and was on the Winslow with 
Ensign Bagley. I was with him several 
hours. I am deeply grieved and sympa- 
thize with you with ali my heart.”

‘While at the academy my late husband 
instructed your son and always admired 
him as a sterling youth and while on the 
United States steamship Montgomery found 
him a fine officer.

TODD SINKS A SPANISH TRAP. 


Old Boat Loaded with Old Iron Sent 


Out from Havana. 

Key West, Fla., May 17.—The United 
States cruiser Wilmington, Commander _C. 
C. Todd, when ‘about thirty miles east of 
Havana yesterday, fired four shells into a 
Spanish trap in the shape of a derelict, sink- 
ing it and thus doing away ‘with another 
piece of ©panish trickery. 

The commander of the Wilmington had 
been warned by dispatch boats that some 
dangérous wreckage was drifting about the 
spot mentioned and the cruiser steamed in 
that direction to investigate the reports. 
An old Spanish schooner, with her deck 
loaded to the rails with rusty iron, car 
wheels, etc., closely packed together, was 
found in the track of the torpedo boats and 
dispatch boats. The iron-laden schooner 
had evidently been sent out of Havana har- 
bor in the hope that a torpedo boat or 
small craft of the blockading force would 
crash into it ang be so damaged as to cause 
her to sink. 

As wires were noticed around the iron 
rails on the schooner, Commander Todd be- 
lieved the Spanish trap might also contain 
explosives and therefore laying off a con- 
ederable distance from her, his gums 
promptly sent her to the bottom.

to the Unked States.” 
The strategic importance of the islands 


is then discussed, also the risk of delaying 
acquisition, as there is danger of the 
islands falling under Japanese influence 
and control. American commercial : inter- 
ests would be promoted and annexation,the 
report says, would do away with foreign 
complications of the islands. A brief argu- 
ment is made upon the subject of acquir- 
ing territory by legislative act and it is 
declared that there is nothing in the con- 
stitution to prevent such acquisition. In 
conclusion the report says: 

‘The acquisition of these islands does 
not contravene our national policy of tra- 
ditions. It carries out the Monroe doc- 
trine;. which exeluded..European powers 
from interfering in the American continent 
and outlying ishands, but does not limit the 
United States; and this doctrine has been 
long applied to these very islands by our 
government.” 

The minority report on annexation signed 
ty Messrs. Dinsmore, Clark, Williams and 
Howard. of the committee, sets out eight 
reasons against annexation and offers a 
substitute resolution practically establish- 
ing a protectorate over the islands. They 
declare that the Hawalian people have not 
been consulted; nor the American people 
charging the only hope for annexation is 
under the cry of “war emergency” before 
the people can be consulted. The other 
counts specified against annexation are 
that annexation in the manner proposed is 
unconstitutional; the islands are too remote 
and furnish too much additional coast line 
to be defended; the population is not ra- 
cially nor religiously nor otherwise homo- 
geneous with our own; political dominion 
over the islands is not commercially neces- 
Sary; the islands are not, from a naval 
or military standpoint, necessary to our 
defense; and admitting that its foreign 
occupation’ would be dangerous to us and 
that “there exists a single nation willing 
in the face of our repeated diplomatic dec- 
larations of our position to incur the dan- 
gers of war with us in order to seize and 
hold them. This danger may be when 
the first overt act or open declaration 
shows its actual existence or may be pre- 
vented by the passage of the minority res- 
olution heretofore cited.” 

Early consideration of the resolutions 
in the house is most probable.

ABOUT SPAIN’S NEW FLEET. 


Nearly Ready for Service—Ships That 
Will Compose It. 

New York, May 17.—A dispatch to The 
Herald from Cadiz says that the dock yard 
authorities there have announced that the 
reserve fleet, which would consist af the 
Pelayo, the Carlos V, the Alfonso XIII. and 
the newly equipped cruisers, the Rapido 
and the Patria, together with the torpedo 
destroyers Audaz and Prosperina, will be 
ready for the sea in the middle of the pres- 
ent week. 

There has been considerable difficulty in 
the matter of obtaining skilled engineers, 
Spanish engineers being unable to obtain 
the proper speed out of the torpedo boat 
catchers. 

The Giralda will probably accompany the 
fleet as a dispatch boat. 

It is popularly surmised that the above 
mentioned fleet goes to the Philippines, ‘but 
everything depends upon what may happen 
in Havana. Were the first Spanish fleet to 
take a good position and should any mis- 
fortunes occur to the United States war- 
ships, the men-of-war now at Cadiz would 
be directed westward, not eastward. 

The Pelayo will be the flagship, and sev- 
eral armed transports will accompany the 


fleet.

SPANIARDS COMPELLED TO FLEE 


Batteries from the Shore Reply with 
Zeal, but the Fighting Gunboat 
Is Not Injured in the Least. 

The Losses Are Un- 

known. __, 


New York, May 17.—The. World’s Key 
West correspondent says that on Thursday 
morning the gunboat Wilmington steamed 
close in to the coast and the keys off the 
town of Cardenas. Her gun crews were at 
their stations. Every man on board, from 
Captain Todd to the signal boy, had one 
burning idea—‘‘Avenge the Winslow.” 

The watchwords along the crowded decks 


and in the heated engine room and glowing . 


fireroom, where blackened giants toiled, 


| Stripped to the waist, were “Remember the 


Winslow” and “Damn pacific blockade.” 

Within range of the powerful four-inch 
broadsides were the Spanish gunboats which 
had decoyed the Winslow, the masked bat- 
tery that had dealt sudden death and the 
forts" and schooners at anchor. Reports 
of mimes planted in the entrance channels 
were disregarded. 

The Wilmingtom was no longer a block- 
ader—She had become a destroyer. 


For an hour a hurricane of exploding | 


projectiles bellowed and shrieKed into the 
harbor of Cardenas; not against the town, 
but the ships and defenses, the Spanish 
troops and sailors. 

The gunners of the Wilmington do not 
waste ammunition. Their execution was 
remarkable. Nearly 300 four-inch and six- 


pound shells and two-pounders screamed — 


like a steel cataract afloat and ashore. Sig- 
nal stations, masked battery and forts were 
knocked to pieces. 

The Spanish had to flee like rats from 
a sinking ship. They left behind them 
many dead and dying. It was the most de- 
structive bombardment yet attempted on 
the Cuban coast. In the harbor two gun- 
boats without steam up were riddled and 
sunk. Their crews fled to the shore in small 
boats. They had no time to offer a show of 
fighting their guns. Two schooners were 
sunk where they lay. One block house 
caught fire from an explodiog shell and 
flamed like a war beacon. 

The Wilmington was not-touched by the 
few shells flung at her. The attack was 
sudden, superbly effective. The Wilmington 
in an hour swept Cardenas bare of defenses 
as one would brush crumbs from a table 
cloth. 

The town is three miles back from the 
gulf entrance to the harbor, so the non- 
combatants suffered but slightly. 

Of course it is impossible to know the 
Spanish losses, because no landing was 
made. But for the last two weeks troops 
have been massing im front of Cardenas in 
anticipation of a possible choice of this 
point for invasion as a base of supplies by 
the American forees. Hundreds of men 
were working on the earthworks and block 
houses overlooking the harbor. Masked bat- 
teries were being planted. 

One of them surprised and made havoc 
with the torpedo boat Winslow. 

This deathtrap was located by the Wii- 
mington and men and guns blown into 
the air. It was terrific punishment at close 
range, this fierce onslaught of the Wii- 
mington. 1lt was the first demonstration 
against Cardenas. The Spanish had become 
indifferent to the American ships always 
hovering outside. Only the torpedo boats 
had opened fire and dashed menacingly 
shoreward. 

It was another matter when the Wilming- 
ton, with her eight-inch guns and secondary 
battery, a nest of machine guns in her form- 
idabie fighting top, slowly circled over the 
smooth sea, which gave her gunners a phat- 
form as steady as solid rock. 

It was no longer tarket practice—a spec 
tacle. It was death in spurting flame and its 
enveloping smoke cloud. The only respite 
came when the sweating gunners paused to 
let the smoke fog drift aside. 

The commander of the Wilmington hailed 
us this morning and reported tersely that 
he had “thrown nearly 300 shells into Car- 
denas, inflicting considerable damage.” He 


was overmodest. In reality he caused a 
considerable measure of annfhflation, and 
ae woot Bd ar ins 
certain gun ts, es, smail fortifica- 
tions and an unknown number of Spaniards. 

The Wilmington still hovers like a hawk 
between Cardenas and — She has 
a store of ammunition left and watches for 
signs of convalescence in and around Car- 
denas harbor.

ONE-HALF OF THE 
equipments now in the 
state militia has been ordered sent to Camp 
Northen for the use of the Second regiment 
United States volunteers, now encamped at 
that place. This was decided Monday by 
the authorities and Monday night orders 
Were sent to the captains companies 
in every part of the state to pack and ship 
half of their guns, and equipments to the 
soldiers at Griffin. 

Yesterday other orders were sent out to 
those who were not notified sooner and last 
night the arms began to arrive at the camp. 
This morning they will be unpacked and 
turned over to the soldiers composing thg 
Second regiment, which expects to leave 
for Tampa this afternoon or tomorrow 
morning. 

Colonel William G. Obear, assistant ad- 
jutant general, went to the camp yesterday 
afternoon to be on hand this morning as 
a representative of state in giving out the 
arms to the company captains and get 
receipts for the same, Captain Mills or 
Lieutenant Kirkman will represent the 
United States, The war department has 
promised to return the arms and equip- 
ments to the companies from which they 
are taken within twenty or thirty days. 

The purpose of giving the men these 
guns and bayonets, Kknapsacks, haversacks, 
canteens, blanket bags and other equip- 
mentg is to get them trained in the use of 
army supplies and make the trip to Tam- 
' pa as comfortable for them as possible. 

This is the solution of the question that 
has been causing the officers and militia 
men of the state much serious thought. 
These arms which are only to be given 
to the men for a short time will serve to 
get them familiar with their use and pre- 
pared to receive the Krag-Jorgenson rifles 
which the government will furnish them in 
a short time. 

The captains of the companies of Atlanta 
were notified by Colonel Candler to deliver 
up half of their arms with the exception 
of those companies who carried their arms 
with them. Captain Barker has guns for- 
merly used by the Capital City Guards, 
Captain Willcoxon also has a number. In 
cases of this kind allowances out of the 
total number to be furnished will be made 
for those at the camp. | 

The total number of guns sent to the 
camp by the officers of Atlanta yesterday 
was 242, Colonel Candler thinks this will 
have no effect on the company organiza- 
tions, as the arms and equipments are to 
be returned within a month and will be 
little the worse for wear. as the officers 
commanding the companies will instruct 
the men to be exceedingly careful in hand- 
ling them. 
Officers’ Conference Held. 

A conference of officers was held yester- 
day in the office of the chief executive. 
The colonels of regiments and commanding 
officers of battalions of the Georgia militia 
were present. Colonel Lawton, Lieutenant 
Colonel Garrard, Captain Nash, of the 
United States volunteers, and Colonel 
Obear and Captain Erwin, of the adjutant’s 
office, were present. 

The welfare of the militia of the state 
was discussed. What steps will be taken to 
fill the vacancies made by the officers of 
the miljtia who have joined the volunteers 
was under consideration. No action was 
taken, but it is probable that an order will 
be issued in a very short tiem regarding 
the status of the militia and exactly desig- 
nating what function it will fill during the 
war, .

Six Hundred Have Arrived in Four Days 
To Recelye Instructions.

Non-Commissioned Officers Will Drill] 
; dn First Movements. 


MANY WANT TO BE PROMOTED TO OFFICE 


Officers Busy Getting Affairs of the 
Regiment in Shape and Caring 
for New Men. 


Over 600 recruits for the United States 
army are now stationed at Fort, McPher- 
s0n, and are receiving their first § in- 
structions in the setting up exércises and 
field movements. They have not yet been 
equipped, and as goon as they are, will be 
sent to the front to join the regiments of 
which they will form a part. 

These are only a small part of the number 
of recruits that will be brought to the post, 
and the reservation is becoming a place of 
activity and life as the men are coming in. 
A detachment of ten from each of the com- 
panies compfising the Fifth infantry, are at 
the post to form a nucleus for the new 
battalion which will make the three bat- 
talion regimental formation as provided for 
by a new statute passed by congress. 

The last two detachments, from com- 
panies A and C, which are now stationed at 
Dry Tortugas, arrived here last night, and 
this completes the number of men who wilJ 
heip the raw recruits to become soldiers. 

The question of non-commissioned officers 
ls attracting the attention of those who are 
in line of promotion. In each company there 
are about ten non-commissioned officers, 
and for the four new companies there are 
forty officers to be appointed. The nun- 
commissioned officers who have chances of 
getting these places or being promoted, are 
anxious to know who will get the plums. 

The manner of promoting the non-com- 
missioners is left entirely to the captains. 
Whom they designate are usually appointed 
by the colonel of the regiment. 

The office of first sergeant is next toa 
commissioned lieutenant, and a very desira- 
ble place to have in a company. Much work 
is attached to it, but there is good pay and 
many privileges, besides authority. 

About 150 men arrive at the post each day, 
and in all there will be nearly 10,000 te come 
to the post and leave there before the third 
battalions to all the regiments are formed.

Mrs. Lizzie E. French Applied for a 
Divorce and George H. French

Mrs. Lizzie E. French, nee Waites, has 
no husband, is without alimony and is not 
permitted to marry again; George H. 
French has as his wife Mrs. Lizzle E. 
French, but is not allowed to live with her 
nor compelled to support her. This is the 
state of affairs precipitated by the action 
of Mrs. French in applying for a divorce 
on the grounds of cruel treatment, 

She filed her petition some time ago 
throvgh her attorneys, Albert & Hughes, 
and her husband retained the services of 
Colonel J. W. Austin. It is necessary in 
divorce cases to obtain two successive vér- 
dicts, one at each term of court. In cases 
where the defendant as well as the plain- 
tiff desires a divorce the latter is not rep- 
resented at the first trial, but appears at 
the second trial in order to petition that 
disabilities be removed. 

This, however, applies where total di- 
vorees are granted. In the case yesterday 
only a partial divorce was granted and 
both the plaintiff and defendant are conse- 
quentiy greatly muddled in their relations 
toward each other.

Mrs. French alleged cruel treatment in 
her petition to the court as her ground 
for divorce, and to establisH this yesterday 
introduced witnesses who testified that 
when she desired to visit her mother her 
husband objected and _ restrained her.

SAYS THE WAR WILL BE SHORT. 


Carnegie, the Capitalist, Thinks Ten 
Days Will Bring Peace. 


New York, May 17.~—Andrew Carnegie, 
discussing the Hispano-Ameriocan war, 
said to a World correspondent in Paris last 
night: 

“Peace will be in sight in ten days, I be- 
lieve. I think the president will pursue 
the right course in sending to the Philip- 
pines a sufficient force to clear the Span- 
ards. But I hope the day jis distant when 
the United States will put their hands in the 
hornet’s nest of the far east which the Eu- 
ropean nations are sitting on. The best 
thing for America is to stay out. 

“The Philippines are good collateral s® 
curity, but the Philippines cannot be a col- 
ony of the United States, and we cannot 
erow Americans there. An Anglo-Ameri- 
can alliance is a long look ahead. But I am 


as certain as I am living that Great Britain 


with only 40,000,000 among the 300,000,000 of 
Europe, will have to look to America in the 
future, and that her great giant son will 
take care of the old Jady in her old age. Mr. 
Olney is right. There is race patriotism, I 
am satisfied. As to the Martinique incident, 
the governitg men of France are in no- 
wise culpable. ‘I have reason to know that 
the instructions issued to all the French 
agents in that region are of the straight- 
est character. 

“But in this we have to reckon on the in- 
fluence of race in a remarkable degree. The 
drawing together of the English-speaking 
race is considered ominous upon the conti- 
nent. We have the Catholic church against 
us and in favor of her brother Catholics in 
Spain. We have the best moneyed classes 
in France against us, a it is there 
that the Spanish debt fs heid. ’ 

“A high authority told me this morning 
that France has $400,000,000 of Spanish bonds, 
upon which he has lost $150,000,000 since the 
United States announced that they could 
stand the Cuban atrocities no jonger. In 
addition we have the old monarchical forces 
of France against us, people who hate the 
very name of republic, But still the men 
who govern France are republicans at heart 
and would be glad to see both Spain and 


Italy republic, too.”

FOR FIRST PLACE 


Populists Meet Today To Select a Leader 
for the Campaign. 


VERY FEW DELEGATES HERE 


A Caucus Was Held Last Night, but 
No Nominations Were Made. 


THE PROHIBITION PLAN IS DISCUSSED 


The Platform Will Not Be Changed. 
Three Nominations Must Be Made 
for the Supreme Court. 


Twenty or thirty populists held a caucus 
last night at the headquarters of the peo- 
ple’s party, on South Broad street, for the 
purpose of selecting nominees to fill vacan- 
cies on the state ticket. 

The state convention meets today and 
from the arrivals last night the convention 
will be slimly attended. 

The people’s party is short a candidate for 
governor, owing to the refusal] of Han, Tom 
Watson to accept. Three nominations must 
be made for the supreme court, two of their 
first nominees having declined to accept and 
the third being rendered unavailable by the 
fact that he has to goto the war. 

Judge Claiborne Sneed, the populist nom- 
inee, declined to serve. So did Hon. Walter 
B. Hill, of Macon. William Ridgeley Leak- 
en, Esq., the republican on the ticket, is a 
member of the Savannah Volunteer Guards, 
which enlisted for the war. Thig removes 
Mr. Leaken. 

Three possibilities are under consideration 
for governor. These are Colonel W. L. 
Peek, of Rockdale; Representative Hogan, 
of Lincoln, and Colonel Traylor, of Troup 
county. Last night’s caucus was too small 
to take action which would be binding and 
the situation was simply discussed. Three 
hours were spent in the conference. It was 
stated after the meeting that nobody has a 
walk-over for the gubernatorial nomination, 
but the chances seem to be strongly in fa- 
vor of Colonel Peek. His son-in-law, Mark 
Irwin, was at last night’s caucus and he 
took a leading part in the debate on party 
policy. If Colonel Peek is nominated the 
convention will then have to nominate some 
one for commissioner of agritulture. Colo- 
nel Peek was the nominee of the populists 
six years ago against Governor Northen. 

The leading populists were very guarded 
in talking about their probable supreme 
court ticket. They intimated, however, 
that they would take a democrat, an inde- 
pendent and a populist. One of the inner 
circle stated that the nomination would be 
tendered to a prominent lawyer of Atlanta 
who has independent tendencies. Another 
intimated that Judge Fish, of the supreme 
court, would be tendered the nomination, al- 
though he is a democrat. The populists 
profess to try to keep the judiciary out of 
politics. 

There was a long discussion over chang- 
ing the platform. Some wanted to take, out 
the prohibition plank or substitute for it a 
local option plank. The prohibitionists, 
however, were strongly in the majority. 
Mark Irwin made several speeches in fa- 
vor of retaining the platform as it is. 
Another populist declared that if the party 
should strike out that plank, then it would 
be charged that it was merely put in be- 
fore as a vote catcher. 

“The church is certainly with us now on 
the prohibition plank,” said the speaker. 
“Two years ago many ministers voted 
against us, tut some of them, I know, have 
confessed since that they did-wrong and 
have announced that they will hereafter 
vote thie ticket which stands on a prohi- 
bition platform:,If the chureh does not 
support us on this plank, the church will 
break and go to pieces in Georgia. The bar- 
rooms are against our party and they 
would not support our candidates even if 
we had nothing in the platform about pro- 
hibition. It would be bad policy to change 
the platform.” 

Mr. Watson is still regarded as the party 
sage, although he would not lead it to de- 
feat. He was frequently quoted during 
the debate. It was said that he saw there 
would. be a fight on the prohibition plank 
if it was urged on the convention in 1894, 
and so consented to let it go over. In the 
convention of 1896 the committee debated 
the prohibition plank for a long time and 
finally adopted it. 

It was declared in the caucus that the 
prohibition plank was not put in to con- 
form to the wishes of Seaborn Wright, 
but that the populists always make the 
platform first and select their candidate 
afterwards. 

It was the sense of the caucus that no 
change should be made in the platform. 

The district delegations meet this morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock and the convention meets 
at 12 o'clock. ‘ 

It was stated that the people’s party pa- 
per will attack Colonel Allen Candler in 
this week’s issue. A member of the staff 
of that paper was asked if this was not 


returning to the democratic party. 
It was virtually confessed that the opu- 
lists regard Colonel Candler as the strong- 


est of the democratic candidates before 


the people of the state, and therefore it 
is to the interest of the people’s party that 
he be defeated if possible. It was predict- 
ed that he would not carry certain populist 
counties in the democratic primaries of 
June 6th. 

The old-time populist leaders were con- 
spicuously absent last night. Watson, 
James Barrett, of Richmond; Yancey Car- 
ter, Mel Branch, Ellington, of Columbia; 
John Sibley, of Tifton; Jim Sibley, of Cobb. 
and even the rotund John Cunningham, of 
Cobb, formerly chairman of the party and 
campaign manager, were all absent. Irwin 
was about the only one of the old guard 
who attended the meeting.

MORE UNIFORMS ARE DAILY EXPECTED 


Camp Has No Band Now and the Boys 
Are Clamoring for Martial and 
Inspiring Music. 


Camp Northen, Griffin, Ga., May 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The camp has been alive today with 
rumors of the contemplated order that will 
send the Second regiment to the front. The 
men went to bed tonight not knowing but 
what it will be their last night at Camp 
Northen. The orders instructing the men 
to evacuate are expected tomorrow morn- 
ing and everything is in readiness for 
prompt moving. 

The day has been quiet with the excep- 
tion of the eager expectation and anxiety 
of the men. Every courier to the camp 
and the mail has been carefully watcnred 
today and from private to officer all have 
been expecting every moment ito recelve 
the official order to leave camp asd start 
for the front. 

Several car loads of guns and equipments 
were received today and the guns will be 
distributed among the companies in the 
morning. The guns, which come from the 
State militia, will be placed in the keeping 
of the soldiers at the camp at once and 1t0- 
morrow wiil be « busy day with the men, 
who will drill on the parade ground from 
daylight to sundown unless the orders to 
move are given. 

Many of the men are without eupplies 
and the uniforms are eagerly expected by 
every ti@in. The camp is in perfect condi- 
tion and the troops are now getting com- 
fortably fixed in’ their snowy teats. The 
grounds and parade fleid have been careful- 
ly swept and cleaned and the cump is in 
the pink of conditign. 

The band hag been missed all day and 
the lack of music has been gsudly felt 
throughout the entire camp. This after- 
noon the men appeared lost without the 
custommary inspiring strains and music, 
which has beeh one of the essentials of the 
life in the camp, ig asked for by all the 
men. ! 

There were many visitors at the camp tc- 
day and late ‘this afternoon the company 
streets and the broad avenue leading along- 
side the parade ground were filled with 
carriages, A number of Atlantians were 
at the camp during the day and a large 
party is expected tomorrow. This may be 
the last opportunity to tell the men goodby, 
as the order to move is expected by to- 
morrow night at the latest. 

On account of the many rumors that 
floated throughout the camp today it was 
necessary to put up bulletin boards, giving 
out the announcement that nothing official 
had been iearned. The officers’ tents were 
besieged all day by anxious men who wish- 
ed to have an opportunity to tell friends 
and relatives goodby before the final o:der 
to move came. 

Cvulunel Lawton, who spent the day today 
in Atlanta, returned last night, but he 
brought nothing official relative to the 
move of troops from the camp. He report- 
ed in person to General Graham, announc- 
ing that the regiment would move upon 
receipt of the official order, but was notified 
to remain in camp and hold his regiment in 
readiness to move at a moment's notice. 


SPAIN ANGRY WITH ENGLAND. 


Leading British Statesmen Arouse 
Spanish Temper. 

New York, May 17.—The burst of wrath 
against England throughout Spain in con- 
sequence of the speeches of Mr. Chamber- 
lain and Lord Salisbury is hard to describe, 
says *the Madrid correspondent to The 
World. 

Every Spaniard, from the highest to the 
lovest, is quite as much exasperated 
against everything English now as he is 
against the yankees, England is denounced 
as mean, perfidous, selfish, base and un- 
scrupulous, 

It seems not to have occurred to the 
Spaniards that the British ministers may 
have had some loftier, further-sighted and 
deeper design in European and Asiatic 
questions than paltry acquisitions of terri- 
tory for coaling stations in the Philippines, 
the Canaries and the Balearics. Those are 
supposed to be the only real ebjects of 
English statesmen. 

The wave of indignation against England 
and the United' States is such that the 
Spanish jingoes of the press and the people 
loudly find fault with their queen and her 
government for not immediately rushing 
into the arms of Russia and France, for 
not offering to Germany any bait in the 
Philippines short of Manila and Luzon 
island that could make the kaiser the basis 
of a continental coalition against the An- 
gio-Saxon countries, 

The Madrid government naturally can- 
not indulge in such quixotic projects and 
has to be content with an active exchange 
of communication with the courts of Rus- 
sia, Austria, Germany, France and Italy. 
if Spain could only give those 
powers assurance that she could keep her

there should be any serious reverse at 
Manila or in the West Indies, and the

RESIGNED FOR THE REGULAR ARMY 


He Was in Command of the Depart- 
ment of the Lakes When Cclled@ 
to Chickamauga To Take 
Charge of Army Con- 
centrated There. 


Major General John R. Brooke, who #48 
appointed yesterday to succeed General 
William H, Graham in the command of the 
department of the gulf, is busily engaged 
in bringing the work of his present eom- 
mand at Chickamauga to a close and has 
arranged to take charge of the department 
of the gulf by the last of this week. Cen- 
eral Brooke will reach Atlanta in a few 
days to hold a conference with General 
Graham in regard to the labors of his new 
position and the retiring officer will for- 
mally transfer to him the responsibilities of 
the department. 

Several days will be required for General 
Graham to arrange his affairs so that he 
can leave them, but the work will be rush- 
ed forward as quickly as possible. It is 
said at the department of the gulf that 
General Brovuke will probably divide his at- 
tention for the present equally between that 
department and the work of organizing the 
army concentrated at Chickamavga, in 
which he has Leen engaged for the past 
month. Great regret was expressed by 
General Graham's staff and the employees 
of the department of the gulf when it was 
known officially that their suverior had 
been transferred to Virginia, but all seem- 
ed perfectly satisfied with the appointment 
of his successor. 

General John R. Brooke ia one of the 
most popular commanders of the army, but 
with officers and men he is known as a 
strict disciplihnarian and splendid organizer 
and enjoys the thorough confidence of the 
war department. His work of organizing 
the army at Chickamauga during the past 
month has been of the highest order. Gen- 
eral Brooke is sixty-two years of age and 
has only two more years of active service 
ahead of him. His war record began at the 
outbreak of the civil war, when he entered 
the volunteer forces of Pennsylvania with 
the rank of captain of the Fourth Pennsyl- 
vania infantry. Later in the first year of 
the war he was made colonel of the Fifty- 
third Pennsylvania infantry and held that 
position until May 12, 1864. He @id gallant 
service in the campaign of the Wilderness 
and at the battle of Spottsylvania Court- 
house and received the thanks of congress 
and the commission of brigadier sreneral. 
He was given the brevet title of major gen- 
eral on August 1, 1864. In February, 1866, 
General Brooke resigned from the volunteer 
forces of Pennsylvania to accept tle com- 
mission of lieutenant colonel of the Thirty- 
seventh infantry in the regular army of the 
United States, which had been tendered 
him in July of the same year. He was 
raised to the command of colonel of the 
Thirteenth infantry March 20, 1879, in 
recognition of gallant and meritorious con- 
duct at Gettysburg. In April, 1888, Colonel 
Brooke was made a brigadier general and 
was assigned te the command of the de- 
pastment of the Platte with headquarters 
at Omaha, Neb. The title of major general 
was conferred upon him May 22, 1897, and 
upon the retirement of Major General Ru- 
ger last year General Brooke was trans- 
ferred to the command of the department 
of Missouri, General Nelson A, Miles, who 
had charge of that department when Gen- 
eral Ruger retired, was sent to take 
charge of the army in the east. Upon the 
rearrangement of the departments of the 
army that of Missouri was changed to the 
department of the lakes with General

In pole vaulting the university will Le 
represented by J. H. McIntosh, of Mari- 
etta. He is a new man, but great time is 
expected of him Saturday in jthe finals. He 
has steadily pulled up from seven feet to 
nine feet seven inches in the vault. His 
easy victory in this event is almost cer- 
tain. J. M. Moore, the best all-round man 
in athletics at the university, is putting 
the shot and throwing the hammer in great 
shape. Moore is a fine. man in baseball 
and football and is destined to have an 
enviable reputation on the track also. J. 
RR. Walker will do the broad jumping for 
the Athens team. He made nineteen feet 
eight inches at the meet between Georgia 
and the Techs and can be counted on to 
go twenty feet in the Southern Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Association contests. 

Those who are backing Georgia in the 
coming events will not be disappointed at 
the showing the team will make. 

Vanderbilt university has entered more 
men than Georgia im the events and the 
fight for first place between these two 
colleges will be desperate and exciting, 

Omberg, of Vanderbilt, one of the best 
men of that ream, is probably the best 
known athlete in the seuth. His work in 
the last meet at Nashville was of a starry 
order and he can be counted on to hold up 
Vanderbilt’s past reputation.

SAYS 'HE WAS:- HUMILIATED. 


Hudson Says He Was Wrongfully 
Prosecuted by Boyden and Asks 
the Court for Damages. 

W. N. Hudson yesterday instituted sult 
through his attorney, Mr. Edgar Latham, 
against N. N. Boyden, and in his petition 
asked that the court award him $1,500 dam- 
ages, The petition alleges that last January 
Boyden sued out a process of garnishment, 
with the summons directed to Augustus 
Flesh, proprietor of the Southern Bottling 
Company, where Hudson was at the time 
employed. 

The petitioner alleges that he was receiv- 
ing $40 a month for his labor and that 
Boyden knew when the garnishment pro- 
cess was sued out that his wages were not 
subject to garnishment. Hudson alleges in 
his petition that the process was instituted 
for the sole purpose of humiliating him. 

He says the case was several times con- 
tinued by the claimant, although he, the 
defendant, was ready to proceed to trial. 
On April 30, 1898, says the petition, the cise 
was tried and Justice E. H. Orr decided 
that the wages of Hudson were not sub- 
ject to garnishment. 

Hudson says he was put to the expense of 
$10 in employing counsel to defend his case, 
nnd that he was injured by compelling his 
friends to attend court, only to see the case 
continued several times. He says he ‘lost 
@ great deal of time and prays the court 
to reimburse him. The case will be called 
at the next term of court,

General Conference in Session al 
_ Baltimore Holds Election, 


THREE MINISTERS VOTED FOR 


Each Candidate Received More Than 
Enough Votes To Win,

Friends of Dr. Hoss, of Nashville, 
Claim That He Is a Bishop, Too, 
He Having Received Vote 
Necessary To Make an * - : 

Election. om 


Baltimore , May 17.—Rev. Dr. Warren A. 
Candler, of Oxford, Ga., and Rev. Dr. H. 
C, Morrison, of Nashville, Tenn., were se- 
lected bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, today by the general confer- 
ence in session here. It is said to have 
been the most exciting election ever held 
by the conference. 

Only two ballots were taken, but a large 
proportion of the delegates were of the 
opinion that the Rev. Dr. E. E. Hoss, of 
Nashville, was also elected. The discussion 
on this point was lively. 

The whole number of votes cast on the 
second ballot was 255, and Bishop Wilson, 
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BISHOP CANDLER., 
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who was presiding, announced that 128 were 
required to elect. Dr. Candler received 148, 
Dr. Morrison 140 and Dr. Hoss 129. The 
conference had started ‘out to elect only two 
bishops. This limit was determined on 
several days ago. 

As soon as Bishop Wilsen announced that 
Drs. Candler and Morrison had been elect- 
ed there was a storm of protest. It was 
claimed that Dr. Hoss had alse been elect- 
ed. Motions. were offered thick and fast. 
Substitutes and amendments were tacked 
on. Questions of order and privilege filled 
the air. Frequent motions to adjourn were 
made. The confusion was great, and only 
men with stentorian voices had any chance 
at all, either of recognition by the chair or 
of hearing by the conference. The strug- 
gle was ended by a vote to adjourn in the 
midst of business. 

The effect is questioned. Some claim that 
Dr. Hoss has been elected, and others 
claim not. It is generally agreed that Drs. 
Candler and Morrison are elected. Dele- 
gates are frequently predicting that Dr. 
Hoss wiil be elected tomorrow. 

The method of accomplishing this will be 
either as a reconsideration of as a egpeciul 
new action, to be taken by the conference. 
The mere mention of it is expected to 
arouse a lively parliamentary skirmish, 

Sketch of the New Bishop. 

Dr. Candler is forty-one years of age, and 
was born in Georgia. He graduated at 
Emory college when nineteen years of age, 
and entered the north Georgia conference. 
At the age of twenty-three he was aPpointed 
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BISHOP MORRISON. 
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a presiding elder. He has been a delegate 
to every general vonference since 1888 Since 
1888 he has beem president of Emory col- 
lege, having previously been one of the 
editors of The Nashville Christian Advo- 
cate. Dr. Candler is noted as a Pulpit or- 
ator. 

_ Rey. Dr. H. C. Mbrrison is fifty-eight 


years of age. He is a mative of Tennessee. 
He has been missionary secretary of the 
church for the past eight years. He gus 
succeeded in liquidating the missionary debt 
of $140,000, which has placed him high in 
the estimation of his fellow churchmen. 


He was educated Al the Wesleyan universi- 
ty and at Emory and Henry colleges. He 


entered the Houston conference in 1869 and 
has served charges at Kmoxville, Tenn.,

Governor W. ¥. Atkinson Selects Thir- 
ty Georgians to Represent the State. 


MEETS AT SALT LAKE CITY 


Atlanta Stands a Chance to Capture 
the Next Meeting and Bring the 
| Miners to the South. 


The international mining congress meets 
at Salt Lake City this year and it is believ. 
ed that if Georgia makes a _determineg ef- 
fort the next annual meeting of the con- 
vention can be brought to Atlanta. 

Last year the convention met in Denver 
and Mr, A. W. Mc€allie, the assistant state 
geologist of Georgia, read‘a paper there 
which attracted a great deal of attention. 

Each state is. entitled to thirty delegates, 
appointed by the governor. Mayors and 
boards of trade are also entitled to appoint 
delegates to the congress. 

Governor Atkinson in making the appoint- 
ments for the state took men who are eith- 
er engaged in mining or are interested in 
promoting mining activity in Georgia. For 
example, Mr. J. O. Theis is manager of the 
Creighton, in Cherokee county; Mr. Har- 
ris is treasurer ef the Royal, in Haralson: 
Captain Hall is the owner of several gold 
mines in Lumpkin county, and Captain 
Scupin in manager of the Bet, in the same 
county.

The trip has to be made at the individual 
expense of the delegate, of course, but this 
year rates Wl) be low through the west 
on account of the Omaha exposition. 

If the congress could be brought here it 
would attract the attention of the mining 
world to the south. 
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BRIDGE CONTRACTS SIGNED. 


Presidents Egan and Spencer Bind

Work’ on the Mitchell street viaduct is 
expected to begin in a very few days.

SAD STORY OF A WOMAN’S LIFE 


Miss Hattie May Franklin Was Ad- 
judged Insane Yesterday. 


SHE WILL BE TAKEN TO MILLEDGEVILLE 


Story of Her Wrongs Was Toi@ in 
the Ordinary’s Court Yesterday 
During the Trial. 

\ y beset her life, the mind of Miss 

Hattie May* Franklin gave way, 
and yesterday she was adjudged insane in 
the court of Ordinary Hulsey. With a pale 
face and startled eyes she heard the ver- 


dict of the jury, but her immobile features 
what was passing 


EARY of the troubles that have 


gave no indication of 
through her mind. 

The story of Miss Franklin's life is par- 
ticularly sad and the jurors were greatly 
moved when it was told. It is the story 
of a betrayed love, of pleading, a father's 
cruelty and a wrecked life. While once she 
lived in opulence and refinement in a home 
among the mountains of North Carolina, 
loved by friends and idolized by parents, 
she is now an outcast, seeking entrance at 
the state lunatic asylum of Georgia, with 
just enough of memory left to make the 
refinement of her anguish more exquisite. 

She was born in the “Land of the Sky’’ 
near Asheville, N. C., and there her father 
lives today, but the daughter he reared 
and loved is no longer there to kiss away 
the cares of time from his furrowed brow. 
Born of a wealthy, aristocratic and proml- 
nent family, Miss franklin received all the 
advantages of a yOung lady of her station 
in life. 

When from a bright, pretty little girl, 
she merged into a young lady with the 
soothing gentleness of a woman, her pa- 
rents only sighed, realizing that they were 
growing older. She was an acknowledged 
belle in the society of her mountain home. 
And so Miss Franklin was wooed, loved 
her suitor, and fell. 

Then there came a day when the face 
of her father was darkened with his aris- 
tocratic pride, and the poor, clinging girl 
was thrust upon the world, disowned and 
dishonored, while the mother, who loved 
her still and could not forget the past, wept 
over the fate of her daughter. 

Miss Franklin came to Atlanta and found 
friends. One among them was an old ac- 
quaintance of the Franklin family, and 
the girl was placed tinder the care of phy- 
Sicilians, as she was already suffering from 
a severe nervous attack. She was sent 
some time later to a private sanitarium 
near Milledgeville, where invalids are treat- 
ed for temporary mental aberration. 

After ten months of treatment under 
the care of Dr. Allen, that physician gave 
it as his opinion that she would never 
recover, under her present circumstances. 
She returned to this city ahd remained 
at the home of friends here. In the mean- 
time Dr. Allen, physicians here and influ- 
ential friends of the Franklin family com- 
municated with Mr. Franklin, 

He replied, it is said, that his daughter 
had been cast off and that come what 
might, he would have nothing more to do 
with her. Other letters were sent, in which 
the circumstances were fully laid before 
him. He was pleaded with and begged, but 
the communications written after his reply 
to the first letter had been received were 
rever answered. 

As this was the only hope for the re- 
covery of the unfortunate girl, she -was 
placed in the Florence Crittenton home, 
and for a time appeared to be doing nicely. 
This was several weeks ago. Then she 


conceived the idea that the ladies of thel 


home were conspiring against her. This 
was the beginning of the end. 

One night, after all lights had been turn- 
ed out, she sat up in bed and between 
shrieks of. mirthless laughter and pitiful 
sobbing, told the sad story of her life. 
Then the investigation to inquire into her 
mental condition was demanded and yés- 
terday she was brought before the ordl- 
nary. 

After the trial the ladies of the Crittenton 
home were asked to keep her for two days 
until the proper arrangements could be 
made for her at the asylum. They refused 
at first, and said she could just as well 
be retained in the county jail. Ordinary 
Hulsey insisted and the ladies relented. 

Miss Franklin, however, had overheard a 
portion of the conversation and firmly re- 
fused to be taken to the home. 

“IT would rather go to jail,”’ she said. 

Ordinary Hulsey explained to: her that 
she cOuld be cared for much better at the 
Crittenton home than at the jail, but she 
answered: _ . 

“Trouble ig trouble, and I have plenty 
of it. I don’t care where you put me, but 


please don’t let me sleep on the streets,” 


and the small, tender hands were clinched 
tightly as she spoke. 

Jailor Maddox, entered. the ordinary’s of- 
fice as the proceedings were drawing to 
a close and did not fully understand the 
situation. 

“Madam,” he said, “you had better go 
back home with your people until they 
are ready to take you at the asylum. The 
jail is no place for a lady.”’ 

“Home!” she answered, “I have no home. 
My home is on the streets. I once ha@ a 
home, .but it is not for me now.” 

She was finally induced, however, to re- 
turn to the Crittenton home and with as 
little delay as possible she will be takefi 
to the state asylum. There can be no 
doubt as to her high birth. Her features 
are those of a lady, reared in luxury, and 
there is a softness in her accents and a 
gentleness in her demeanor which gained 


. for her the sympathy of all who saw her 


in the court. 
It was a sad case and one that doés not 


happen every day.

The John M. Moore Shoe Comipany, oper- 
‘ating at 30 Whitehall street, was yesterday 
afternoon placed in the hands of a receiver. 
The application asking for the appointment 
of the receiver is a lengthy document and 
deals in detall with every feature of the 
case. 

The bill was filed by J. L. Greenwood, 
Frank D. Wildman & Co., et-al., through 
their attorneys, Glenn, Slaton & Phillips. 
The bill is the outcome of the seven mort- 
gages Tiled Monday afternoon, and was pre- 
cipitated by that action on the part of the 
John M. Moore Shoe Company. 

Mr. C. L. Pettigrew has been appointed 
‘temporary receiver for the company and 
will assume charge at once. Some difficulty 
was encountered by the attorneys in plac- 
ing the company in the hands of a receiver. 
Judge Lumpkin, of the superior court, was 
first asked to sign the order, but it devel- 
oped that he was disqualified on account of 
hia relationship or connection with the 
Moore family. Judge John 8. Candler, of 
the superior criminal court, therefore as- 
sumed jurisdiction and signed the order 
closing the firm shortly before 5 o'clock. 

The bill charges that the John M. Moore 
Shoe Company was incorporated September 
15, 1897, and has since been engaged in the 
reétai] shoe business at 30 Whitehall street. 
The corporation, it is alleged, succeeded 
John M. Moore. The bill charges that the 
company consists of John M. Moore and his 
mother, Mrs. E; E. Moore, and that all the 
capital stock has not been paid up. 

There are, claims the petition, various 
judgments against the company, and mort- 
gages have recently been filed, The busi- 
ness, it is alleged, was at one time con- 
ducted by John M. Moore as agent for Mrs. 
E. E. Moore. The following mortgages, 
says the bill, were filed: Mrs. E, E. Moore, 
a. first mortgage of $3,000; Drew, Selby & 
Co., of Portsmouth, O., $730.30; Bolton Shoe 
Company, of Rochester, N. Y., $608.42; the 
Jay B, Reynolds Shoe Company, of Orange, 
Mass., $290: Hammond, Skeen & Langley, of 
Atlanta. $1,000; Upham Bros. & Co., of 
Stroughton, Mass., $2,619; James A. Banis- 
ter & Co., $1,375.44. 

The bill charges that the fact that the 
company gave mortgages proves its insol- 
vency, and the court was praved that a re- 
ceiver be appointed to take charge of the 
stock and accounts of the concern, to make 
an equitable settlement of the debts.
